_ The “ERLY-RED-FRE” originated as a chance seedling in the orchard of Wm. Perry near Chase City, Vir- 
ginia. Apparently the ‘““ERLY-RED-FRE” is the result of the planting of a Red Bird seed. The parent tree is 
now about nine years of age. Our attention was first called to this splendid peach in 1935 and we instructed Mr. 
Perry to bud the variety off to see whether it would reproduce true to type in succeeding generations. The sec- 
ond generation tree bore the first crop in 1937 at 2 years of age. The fruits on these second generation trees being 
identical to those of the original tree. In 1938 both the original and second generation trees had a full crop on 
them which required heavy thinning. We have never in all cur observation of peaches known of an early peach 
having so many good characteristics which are so outstanding. The peach tree this year bloomed medium early. 
The blossoms are of a medium open type and pink and self-polinating. We picked the first peaches from the see- 
ond generation trees this year on June 11 at Chase City, Virginia. The entire crop could have been picked be- 
tween June 11 and June 17 for general market purposes. This is about the same season as the Red Bird or Early 
Wheeler, preceeding the Golden Jubilee about three weeks. The fruit is very highly colored with an attractive 
bright red on a creamy white background. The skin is tough and medium thick. The fiesh of the peach does 
not show bruises readily and is clear white, through to the pit. This peach has one of the smallest pits of any 
cultivated variety we know of in existence today. The flesh of the peach in many cases is nearly one inch thick 
from the pit to the skin. We have sent these peaches for hundreds of miles by parcel post for observation and 
in all cases they have carried through to destination in excellent condition. It shows unusual quality, being com- 
parable to a well ripened Belle Georgia. The peach whenready to pick resembles in shape the Hiley Belle. It 
will average under proper growing conditions 2144 inches and up in size and it can be classed as a Freestone 
peach. This year because of excessive wet weather occasional peaches on the tree adhered slightly to pit.

The FISHER Peach 


U.S. PLANT PAT. NO. 233 


The FISHER peach was discovered as a bud sport of the VALIANT in August 1934 near Queenston, Cntario, 
Canada. Mr. Fisher found these large well formed peaches growing on a single limb of a Vatiant tree in his or- 
chard, being attracted to the peach irom the fact that it was ripening fully 3 weeks before the Valiant peaches 
on the rest of the tree. Realizing the commercial possibilities of a peach of this type and season, Mr. Fisher’s 
next concern was whether the fruit would carry through to succeeding generations. To test it as quickly as pos- 
sible he top worked a two year old Valiant tree with 12 buds from the Sport limb the first week in September, 
1934. The Parent limb again bore a heavy crop in 1935 and the peaches developed as they did in 1934. TH« 
PEACH WAS MEDIUM TO LARGE, YELLOW FLESHED AND A FREESTONE. THE PEACH HAS A DARK 
RED BLUSH COVERING NEARLY HALF OF THE PEACH; EXCELLENT FLAVOR, FINE GRAINED FLESH

tree set a crop which required thinning, the remaining peaches on the top worked tree developed exactly as 
those on the Parent Limb.

In 1937 Mr. Geo. W. Kemp and Mr. Homer Kemp of our nursery journeyed to Canada to see this peach. The or- 
iginal limb as well as the top worked tree had a fine crop and on August 12, 1937 we photographed the peach in 
eolors with our moving picture equipment. We also photographed the Marigold, Oriole and Golden Jubilee in 
the same orchard so as to give the comparative season of them. # ne 

Mr. Geo. W. and Homer Kemp again went to Canada in 1938 to observe the FISHER PEACH on the original 
tree and second and third generation trees all of which came through again with a fine crop in 1938. Our first 
opinions of the peach were further confirmed. More color photographs were taken of the peaches as they were on 
the tree.

This splendid peach originated in the orchards of 
Mr. John A. Gage near Texico, ill. It has been tested 
now for a number of years. Possibly its greatest re- 
commendation is the fact that up to the present time 
it has proven almost entirely immune to bacterium 
pruni. The tree is very spreading in growth habits. 
It is equally as thrifty a grower as the Elberta and 
looks very much like the typical Elberta tree except 
that the leaves are apparently thicker and darker in 
color. Gage Elberta blooms from two to four days 
after Elberta and apparently has a very strong blossom 
setting a crop of fruit under unfavorable conditions. 
The fruit is so near the Elberta that only an expert 
can distinguish the difference. It ripens two to three 
days later than Elberta. 

This variety is proving well adapted to the Southern 
conditions in the trial plantings at Columbia and Clem- 
son, South Carolina, and is to be preferred over the 
Elberta in many respects. We have a nice supply of 
these in yearling trees this year. 

Very favorable reports are coming to us from Ohio, 
Indiana, and Illinois on the Gage Elberta and some 
large orchardists are planting it in preference to the 
Elberta in large quantities.

In training allow only a few canes to 
grow from each plant, cutting away all suckers to throw 
the strength into the stalk for bearing; all old canes 
should be removed immediately after the fruit is all 
picked. Cut out old and weak shoots each year.

Ground bone used at the rate of about 500 
pounds or more to the acre, gives splendid results as 
a fertilizer, although complete fertilizers such as 4-8-4 
prove very satisfactory if worked into the soil thor- 
oughtly. Sometimes it is well to side dress the 
plants after they have started to grow.

ee possible, be sure and mulch the beds with some straw 
or other reasonably coarse litter to protect the plants during severe freezing weather. Remove litter from the 
beds in spring. and rake to the middles of the rows to help control weed growth and keep the berries clean while 
ripening. We recommend that they be planted in rows 38% to + feet apart, putting the plants from 15 to 24 inches 
apart in the rows, depending on the variety. Putting the rows 3% feet apart and plants 18 inches apart in the 
row requires about 8000 plants to the acre. Putting the rows 4 feet apart and plants 18 inches apart in the row 
requires about 7250 plants to the acre. It is always desirable to plant on a slightly elevated row. and continue to 
build this up while hoeing and cultivating the plants to insure drainage. Liberal applications of manure, applied 
after plowing and worked well in the soil, are the best things to build up the land ready for planting.

CARE OF STOCK 


The bundles should be opened immediately, the roots 
dipped in water, then heeled in moist ground, so that 
the mellow earth will come in contact with the roots 
and thoroughly protect them from the air, having the 
earth tramped solid about them. i 

When ready to plant take up only a few at a time, 
puddle the roots, and do not aliow them to lie exposed 
to the sun or air. 

The ground should be carefully prepared by deep 
plowing and firming down with a disc and harrow. 


PLANTING 


The holes for nlanting must be large enough to re- 
ceive the roots freely, without cramping or bending 
them from their natural position. All broken or muti- 
lated portions of the roots must be cut off so as to 
leave the ends smooth and sound. All trees should be 
planted two or three inches deeper than they stood in 
the nursery row; pack the soil very firmly about the 
roots by tramping with the feet or post tamper, being 
careful not to bark or break the roots. Leave three 
inches of the surface soil loose to serve as a mulch. 
If the ground is very dry apply one or two pails of 
water before this soil mulch is in place, and after the 
water has soaked away it can then be placed over the 
moist soil. Never put manure so as to come in contact 


with the roots of any plant or tree.

Asparagus 


Prepare ground by deep plowing or spad- 
ing. To have it ready early it should be planted on 
light soil. The sprouts are not usually cut for the 
market until the second year after planting, except to 
mow down the canes in the fall or spring. Plant from 
four to five inches deen, covering with only three inches 
of soil at first, and cover the remainder as the plants 
grow. The rows should be five feet apart, with the 
plants set two feet apart in the row. Broadcast about 
five bushels of salt and three hundred pounds of Ni- 
trate of Soda to the acre in March and give it a good 
top dressing of stable manure in November. 


Ornamentals—Dig holes large enough to accomodate 
all roots without bending or cramping. Fill the hole 
with good top dirt and firm it hard. When the hole is 
three-fourths full allow a bucket or more of water to 
seep away around the roots, after which the hole may be 
entirely filled. It is well to mulch the tree immediately 
to prevent drying out. Prune all the limbs back to five 
or seven good buds, even though the appearance of the 
tree is impaired by such treatment. Water trees during 
the summer months and give them plenty of attention 
until they have become well established. Large sizes of 
shade trees can often be staked to advantage until their 
roots have obtained good anchorage in the soil. 

If planted in beds or groups the ground should be 
Spaded deeply and well worked. If shrubs are set as 


individual specimens they should be planted the same 
as trees. 

Set shrubs at the same depth as they stood in the 
nursery row, or with their crowns at about: the surface 
of the ground. Water the plants well during the hot; 
dry weather and keep the ground well stirred around 
them. Most shrubs require judicious pruning at plant- 
ing time, and subsequently, when shrubs are planted, 
it is advisable to cut them back from one-half to two- 
thirds, with but few exceptions.

PRUNING 


Apple and Pear—Select from three to five of the 
branches to form the permanent head of the tree. These 
branches should be well distributed around the trunk, 
and at a safe distance apart up and down the trunk. 
If two branches come out, a split may occur at this weak 
point in later life when the tree is full of fruit. Shorten 
these selected branches to about five buds, cutting the 
branches just above a bud that points outward. Re- 
move all the other branches close to the trunk, leaving 
no stub longer than one-eighth to one-quarter inch. 
Also shorten back two-thirds the central leader of the 
tree, if one exists, else the tree assumes a too upright 
growth for best results in later life. 


Cherry—Five or six good limbs, well distributed 
around the trunk, will be sufficient to form a well bal- 
anced top. The limbs left after pruning should not be 
cut back so severely as recommended for some other 
classes. 


Plum—Cut back all branches to about two or three 
buds. After the tree has grown for a year, remove all 
but four or five branches, but do not cut them back. 
These buds will form the permanent framework for the 
top and subsequent growth may be pruned to meet the 
requirements or taste of the planter. 


Peach—These should be planted immediately on de- 
livery; or, if not prepared to do so, the roots should be 
buried in the ground. They will not stand exposure 
to the sun or air, and many are lost simply for the 
want of care. AS soon as planted, cut back all side 
branches to within two or three inches of the main 
stem. Make this the invariable practice, and never de- 
viate from it if you wish to save your trees. The 
growth will be much more rapid and vigorous in con- 
sequence of this pruning, and by strictly adhering to it, 
and by immediate planting or covering the roots in 
the soil, very few, if any, trees will be lost. Peaches 
like all other stock we deliver. will be in fine condition, 
having been carefully handled and kept from exposure 
by us. If you do not follow our directions and meet 
with loss, the fault will be entirely with you. 


Grapes—These should be planted ten to twelve inches 
deep in holes large enough to admit roots without curl- 
ing them, pressing soil solid about roots. Cut vines 
back to within three or four buds of the roots. Keep 
the ground clean by cultivating; if impossible to culti- 
vate, mulch. Prune in February or early Marcn, be- 
fore there are any signs of new growth—hence the im- 
portance of annual and intelligent pruning.

FALL PLANTING 


When set in autumn, a moun of earth, a foot or more 
in height, must be raised about the roots. This is very 
essential, as it keeps them from being swayed by the 
winds or thrown out by the frost during the winter. 
It should be removed in the spring. 


In sections where the winters are extremely severe, 
trees procured in the fali can be best cared for by ecov- 
ering the roots with earth during the winter and plant- 
ing them in the spring. 


To insure success, select a spot where no water will 
stand during the winter, having no grass near to in- 
vite mice. Dig a trench deep enough to admit one layer 
of roots, and sloping enough to permit the tree to lie 
at an angle of not more than 30 degrees with the ground. 
Having placed one end of the roots in this trench, 
cover them with mellow earth extending well up on the 
tree and see that this is firmly packed. Then add an- 
other layer of trees, overlapping the first, continuing 
as at first until they are all heeled in. As soon as this 
is done, cover the tops so with evergreen boughs that 
they will be thoroughly protected from winds.
